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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

The  pressures  associated  with  growth  continued  in  1989,  and  your  Planning  Board  has 
been  working  actively  to  meet  the  challenge.   The  Board  met  for  12  regular  meetings,  1 1 
workshop  meetings  and  one  Master  Plan  workshop.   In  addition,  there  were  site  reviews 
and  numerous  committee  meetings,  dealing  with  such  topics  as  procedures,  gravel  pits, 
building  regulations,  legal  matters,  and  other  planning  and  zoning  issues. 

Subdivision  activity  consisted  of  two  major  and  two  minor  subdivisions  being  approved. 
All  these  projects  conform  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations  (soils  based)  as  revised  in  1988. 
One  major  subdivision  and  one  lot  line  adjustment  are  currently  pending.  Two  preliminary 
consultations  were  held  which  have  not  led  to  formal  applications.

The  Master  Plan  update  process  is  underway  and  on  schedule.  A  contract  was  signed 
with  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  in  July  to  provide  technical  help  and  execute  the 
Master  Plan,  under  the  direction  of  the  Planning  Board.  A  survey  was  conducted  in 
August  and  a  Workshop  was  held  in  October.  To  date,  the  Population  and  Housing 
sections  have  been  completed.  The  Master  Plan  update  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  in 
August,  1990,  and  it  will  be  presented  at  a  public  hearing  at  that  time. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  in  January  on  two  petitions:  one  to  adopt  the  BOCA  building 
code  and  one  to  adopt  an  "Open  Space  Preservation"  ordinance.  Neither  petition  was 
endorsed  by  the  Planning  Board  and  both  were  defeated  at  Town  Meeting. 

In  April,  as  a  result  of  recent  legislation,  a  moratorium  (not  to  exceed  1  year)  was 
placed  on  new  gravel  pits.  The  Planning  Board  has  drafted  a  proposed  Earth  Excavation 
Ordinance. 

In  reviewing  Brookfield's  Building  Regulations,  the  Planning  Board  now  has  proposed 
adoption  of  the  BOCA  code  to  replace  Article  VI  of  the  current  regulations. 

A  minor  change  in  the  Wetland  Protection  Ordinance  is  proposed  to  comply  with  recent 
changes  in  federal  law. 

The  Board  adopted  a  new  Subdivision  Application  and  Checklist,  and  the  fee  schedule 
was  amended. 

Members  of  the  Board  attended  a  Regional  Workshop  on  Planning  Board  Procedures, 
a  seminar  on  Growth  Management  strategies,  and  a  presentation  on  preservation  of  open 
space. 

Litigation  resulting  from  the  Board's  denial  of  a  proposed  26  lot  subdivision  of  David  and 
Thelma  Bold  in  1988  is  continuing. 

Please  note  that  the  Planning  Board  now  meets  on  the  second  Monday  (Regular 
meeting)  and  the  fourth  Monday  (Workshop)  of  each  month.  All  are  welcome  to  attend; 
due  to  the  expending  workload  and  in  the  interest  of  efficiency,  it  is  requested  that  anyone 
wishing  to  bring  business  before  the  Board  contact  the  Secretary  or  Chairman  at  least  five 
days  before  the  meeting  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda.

Wakefield  Police  Department 

Brookfield  Service  Report 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  serve  the  Brookfield  community.  The  combination  of  visible  patrol  by 
the  Department,  and  the  diligent  efforts  of  the  residents  in  reporting  suspicious  activity  has 
served  well  in  keeping  problems  minimal. 

Growth  of  any  area  is  always  a  concern  with  regard  to  criminal  activity.  Another  aspect 
is  the  economy.  When  the  economy  is  good,  growth  develops  and  any  influx  of  people  can 
increase  security  needs.  When  the  economy  slows,  criminal  activity  can  increase  because 
of  financial  desperation.  Police  service  is  a  vital  need  either  way. 

The  cooperation  between  the  Department  and  the  citizens  of  Brookfield  has  created  a 
well  controlled,  safe  climate  for  crime  prevention.  It  is  one  the  Department  appreciates, 
and  continues  to  monitor  for  you.

Wakefield  Area  Ambulance  Corp. 


The  Wakefield  Area  Ambulance  Corp.  responded  to  fifteen  calls  in  Brookfield  in  1989. 
Of  these  calls  one  was  for  an  accident,  one  for  standby  at  fire,  and  thirteen  resulted  in 
transportation  to  area  hospitals.   From  donations  received  from  Wakefield  and  Brookfield 
residents  and  fund  raising  events,  the  Ambulance  Association  purchased  over  $2,400  in 
equipment  to  improve  the  medical  treatment  provided. 

The  Ambulance  Corps  has  and  maintains  a  snowmobile  and  stretcher  sled  for  emer- 
gency calls  to  areas  that  the  ambulance  is  unable  to  reach. 

The  Corps  presently  has  sixteen  members  of  which  six  are  EMT's  and  seven  members 
are  taking  the  EMT  course  at  Huggins  Hospital.  Three  members  are  qualified  for 
defibullation  and  two  are  qualified  for  intravenous  treatment.

The  VNA  of  Wolfeboro  and  Vicinity,  Inc.  is  both  State  Licensed  and  Medicare  Certified, 
and  employs  a  staff  of  fourteen,  including  Registered  Nurses,  a  Physical  Therapist  and 
Certified  Home  Health  Aides. 

The  Agency  Staff  made  a  total  of  6862  home  visits  in  1 989.  All  services  are  provided 
under  the  orders  of  each  client's  personal  physician.    Nursing  services  are  available 
seven  days  a  week;  other  services  are  available  Monday  through  Friday.

Economic  development  is  the  mission  of  the  Lakes  Region  Association.    Our  efforts  are 
largely  directed  toward  the  promotion  of  tourism.  These  are  accomplished  through  a 
partnership  of  municipal,  state,  and  local  business  support.  The  town  participation  is  a 
very  important  and  very  much  appreciated  element  of  the  non-profit  Lakes  Region 
Association. 

The  Where  To  Guide  is  a  one  hundred  page  publication  produced  by  the  Lakes  Region 
Association.   Each  of  the  towns  is  represented  in  this  guide  with  informational  copy. 
62,000  copies  were  published  in  1989  and  distributed  to  the  travel  trade  and  qualified 
consumers. 

The  cooperative  advertising  program  generated  more  than  40,000  requests  for  vacation 
information  in  1989.  45%  of  these  inquiries  originated  from  the  New  York — New  Jersey — 
Pennsylvania  area.  This  group  represents  new  consumers  for  the  Lakes  Region.  Research 
found  that  34.2%  actually  travelled  here  on  vacation.  The  economic  impact  of  this  program 
alone  is  significant. 

Tourism  is  a  vital  component  of  the  Lakes  Region  economy.  The  quality  of  life  which 
we  enjoy  as  residents  is  reflected  in  many  of  the  services  and  facilities  which  have  grown 
from  meeting  the  visitor's  needs.  Maintaining  and  enhancing  this  environment  will  become 
increasingly  important  as  we  move  into  the  1990's.
